TMIBTY-FuUKTH CONGRESS-rilLST SESSION. 
Friday's Proceedings, concluded. 

Washington, Aug. 15. 

i Sbnate.— Foening Session. — Tl»e civil appro- 
| priation hill was laid aside, and the Senate took 
up the substitute adopted by the House for the 
Senate bill, fixing the compensation of members 
of Congress. Several Senatorsfdeclared the sub- 
stitute to be a direct proposition to put two or 
three thousand dollars into their pockets for past 
services, while others alleged tnem to pay the 
reasonable expense of gentlemen. The substi- 
tute was finally adopted — yeas 27, nays 12. 

The consideration of the civil appropriation 
bill was then resumed, and an appropriation of 
nearly a million dollars was made to meet the 
requirements of the bill increasing the compensa- 
tion of members, and various other amendments 
were acted on, when the bill, as amended, pass- 
ed, and the Senate adjoorned about 11 o’clock. 

Saturday’s Proceedings. 

Washington, Aug. 16. 

The Senate took up and passed the joint reso- 
lution from the House, extending for two mouths, 
the time allowed the creditors of Texas, during 
which they may present their claims at the Treas- 
ury. 

The llouse^hill for the settlement of the claims 
of officers of the revolution and the widows and 
orphans of those who died in the service, was 
postponed till the third Monday in December. 

On motion, it was rmolved that when the Sen- 
ate adjoured to-day, it be till Mouday morning 
at 9 o’clock, lor the consideration only of the 
appropriation bills. House bills, and those to 
which there may be a d ; sagreement between the 
two branches. 

The Post Office appropriation bill was consid- 
ered and passed. 

The Patapeco river bill which had been vetoed 
by ihs President, was taken up, and uegatived. 

The Seuate passed the Hou*e bill making an 
appropriation for the light house establishment, 
and also the bill for running the (Southern boun- 
dary of Kansas. The Senate then took a re- 
cess. 

Hot’bi. — The bill making the usual appropri- 
ations lor mail steamer service was taken up and 
an amendment, providing for giving notice of 
the termination of the compensation for the 
transportation of the mails bet wee u New York 
and Liverpool iu the Collins line of steamers, 
was concurred in by 119 majority. 

A hill was introduced by Mr. Davis, of Maas., 
granting bounty land to the crews of privale 
armed vessels m the war with Great Britain, 
which was passed. 

Great confusion prevailed; and were frequertly 
interchanged lietwecn both Houses. Various 
unsuccessful efforts were made to suspended tbe 
rules for particular objects. 

The House considered and passed 32 private 
bills from tbe Senate, and also the Senate bill 
granting a copy right to dramatic authors. The 
House then took a recces till 7 o’clock. 

Nsw Ohlkans, Aug. 15. 

The accounts from Last Island verify the sad 
story of yesterday. It is possibly ascertained 
that 108 persons were lost.
